Fruit 
culture  is  carried  on  more  extensively  than  in  any  other 
county  in  Nova  Scotia,  the  lumber  business  is  largo,  also 
shipbuilding  is  carried  on  extensively,  the  lishing  business 
is  also  extensive.

The  Court  House  is 
finished  very  nicely  inside,  being  built  of  native  birch  and 
avsh,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces.  The  town  is  lighted  with  electricity,  and 
has  a  very  bright  and  business  look  during  the  evenings. 
The  stores  are  all  lit  up  by  incandescent  lights,  and  quite  a 
number  of  the  i)rivate  buildings  are  also  brightened  by  the 
same  process.

The  merits  of 
these  houses  are  too  well  known  to  ^vaste  time  on  a  com- 
parison. Then  there  is  the  Bridgewater  Hotel,  E.  Power 
proprietor,  and  a  half  dozen  other  hotels  which  all  have  the 
patronage  of  the  public.  There  are  also  two  well-stocked 
livery  stables  in  Ihidge  water,  and  with  the  popular  "Joe" 
and  "Ariel"  on  hand,  those  who  wish  to  ride  may  do  so  to 
their  heart's  content,  both  these  gentlemen's  charges  being 
extremely  moderate.

stationed  in  the  city.  It  may  nut  be  amiss  to  keep  in  mind 
the  natal  day  and  year  of  Halifax,  because  comparisons  are 
often  made  between  tlie  city  and  Doston,  New  York  and 
Philadelphia,  to  the  discredit  of  the  forme)'.  Further,  the 
topography  of  Kova  Scotia,  of  which  Halifax  is  the  capital, 
is  such  that  there  is  no  point  in  the  Province  distant  over 
thirty  miles  from  a  good  seaport.  Consequently  the  shores 
of  the  province  are  rather  profusely  dotted  with  towns, 
nearly  all  of  Avhich  make  their  own  importation  ind  ex- 
portations  direct.  Halifax  is  connected  by  rail  i;0  ■  steam- 
heat  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  growth  of  Halifax  has 
not  been  so  rapid  as  that  of  some  other  cities  and  towns  on 
this  continent,  although  it  has  been  a  steady  and  healthy 
one. 

The  natural  situation  of  Halifax  is  exceedingly  fine.  The 
fifi/,  properly  speaking,  comjjrises  the  whole  of  a  jieuiusula 
formed  by  the  harbor,  on  the  East,  and  by  a  river-like  inlet 
from  the  harbor,  called  the  North  West  Arm,  on  the  South 
West.  The  harbor,  after  narrowing  very  much  as  we  ])ro- 
ceed  northward,  suddenly  expands  into  Pedford  Pasin, 
which  bounds  the  peninsula  ou  the  north.  This  peninsula 
extends  four  and  a  halt  miles  in  extreme  length — that  is, 
from  Point  Pleasant  to  the  Pasin.  The  width  across  the 
middle,  and  which  is  pretty  nearly  its  average  width,  is  two 
miles,  the  width  of  the  isthmus,  from  the  head  of  the  North 
West  Arm  to  the  nearest  point  on  Pedford  Pasin,  is  about 
one  mile  and  a  half.  The  whole  area  of  the  city  may  be 
roughly  estimated  at  <  ight  square  miles.  The  arm  of  the 
sea,  from  which  branch  olf  the  inlets  and  expansions  already 
mentioned,  is  called  Chebucto  Pay. 

Nature  seems  to  have  done  evervtljim.''  that  could  be 
wished  to  make  this  peninsula  of  Halifax  the  site  of  a 
magnificent  city.  The  whole  of  tin'  area  already  described 
is  available  for  building  |)urpos(\s.  comfortable  streets,  jjarks, 
pleasure  grounds,  etc.,  on  a  regular  plan,  at  a  less  cost  than 
usually  has  to  be  incurred  in  the  layiug  out  and  building  of 
a  town.

itit's  of  tho  shore,  its  borders,  with  tlio  exception  of  about  a 
(|narter  of  a  mile  at  Point  Pleasant,  whore  a  shoal  or  ledge 
make  out  seaward,  are  washed  by  what  navigators  call 
"good  water,"  The  whole  of  that  distance,  with  the  ex- 
cnptiou  named,  is  available  for  wharves,  piers  and  quays, 
with  sufficient  depth  of  water  to  admit  vessols  close  in 
shore,  and  with  good  "  holding  ground"  in  front. 

The  more  compactly  built  portion  of  tho  city — the  town 
proper — lies  along  the  eastern  side  of  this  peninsula,  and 
coDse(|uently  on  tho  westcu-n  shores  of  the   harbor.     It  is 
built,  for  the  most  part,  on  the  slope  of  a  hill,  the  summit 
oi'  which  is  surmounted  by  Fort  George,  or  tho  Citadel,  and 
has  extensive  steam  communication    with   all   parts   of  the 
world.      It  sends  two  members  to  the  Dominion  House  of 
Commons  and  two  to  the  Provincial  Legislature.     The  best 
view  of  the  town  is  Avhon  seen  from  the  opposite,  or  Dart- 
mouth  shore  ;    but  the   ])rospect  froin   Citadel  Tlill  is  one 
which  no  visitor  should  tail  to  see.      We  will  suppose  him 
there  upon  the  ramparts,  or  outside  the  works  at  an  angle  of 
one  of  the  bastions.     Clustering  almost  beneath  his  feet,  and 
spreading  out  more  visibly  on  his  either  hand,  north  and 
soulh,  is  the  town.     Ikyond  it  lies  what  is  often,  and  prob- 
ably with  truth,  called    •'  the  tinest  harbor  in   the  world," 
six  miles  long  by  one  mile  in  width,  and  connected  by  a 
I'asin  which  is  six  miles  long  by  four  miles  in  width.     Set 
in  it,  like  a  gem,  is  the  green  mound-like   George's  Island, 
crowned   l)y  Fort  Charlotte.     These    waters — blue  as   ever 
tho  iMediterranean  was — stretch  away  to  the  right,  or  south- 
west, leaving  for  miles  the  shores  of  McXab's  Island   with 
its  forest-clad  hills  and  breezy  downs,  gleaming  th»uugh  tlie 
dark  pine  tops  of  the  luxuriant  Tower  Woods,  mirroring  the 
pretty  village  of  Falkland,  which  seems  to  clamber  up  tho 
stee])  hillside,  from  the  lofty  summit  of  which  frowns  York 
Itodoubt ;   now  playfully  rippling,  and  now  rolling  in,  in 
curling  and  foaming  waves,  over  Point  Pleasant  ledges  and 
the  more  distant  Thrum  Cap  Shoal,  until  off  Sambro,  about 
nine  miles  distant,  it  becomes  one  with  the  broad  Atlantic.

tlio  short's  of  wliicii  are  licaiitifully  variegated  with  groves, 
green  fields  and  pretty  clusters  of  houses.  Pursuing  the 
view  still  further  in  that  direction,  we  may  catch  a  glim[»so 
of  r.edford  iJasiii  over  tho  shoulders  of  the  hills  which  form 
the  northern  part  of  the  peninsula.  Turn  to  tho  rear,  or 
westwartl,  and  Halifax  Common  sjueads  out  from  the  base 
of  C'itadel  Hill,  an  (ixpansc;  which  is  every  year  being  more 
extensively  jdanted  and  otherwise  improved,  and  will  soon 
bo  a  chainiing  public  park.  This — more  properly  the 
North  Common — com{)rises.  together  with  the  I'ublic  Car- 
dens,  an  extent  of  about  ninety  acres.  Of  this  area  tho 
Public  Gardens  com|)rise  al)Out  fourteen  acres.  They  are 
kept  in  tirst-rato  order,  contain  ponds  and  fountains,  and  a 
croquet  lawn,  a  deiightl'ul  ])ubli(;  'pronuuiade  and  a  great 
boon  lo  th(!  citizens  of  Halifix.  ( "onsiderod  tho  linest 
i'ublic  (birdens  in  iVmerici.  iJeyond  this  Common  there 
extends  west,  north  and  south  a  great  and  nearly  level 
idate.ui,  which  will,  doubtless,  at  no  distant  day,  be  tho 
heart  ol'  the  town,  as  well  as  of  the  city,  of  Halifax.  The 
view  in  that  direction  is  bounded  by  precij)itous  wooded 
hills,  beyond  the  deep  gulch,  at  the  bottom  of  which  the 
waters  of  tho  North  West  Arm  cannot  be  seen  from  this 
point  of  view.  Turning  our  eyes  once  more  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  harbor,  we  see  on  its  farther  shore  tho  pretty 
and  thriving  town  of  J)artnuiuth,  l)uilt  down  to  the  water's 
edge  and  backed  by  bold,  wood-crowned  hills,  tiie  sloptjs  of 
which  are  dotted  with  tasteful  vilas,  and  througli  one  of  the 
de[)ressions  of  which  we  may  catch  a  glimpse  of  tho  Dart- 
mouth lakes.  Indeed,  in  whatever  direction  the  eye  is 
turned  from  the  point  wo  have  selected,  it  is  met  with  a 
prospect  of  rare  beauty.

The  Academy  of  Music  is  a  fine  l^uilding,  axn\  gives  great 
satisfaction  to  the  theatre-going  population. 

The  Masonic  Temple  is  another  fine  building,  but  situated 
so  that  it  is  partly  hidden  from  view. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  is  also  a  fine 
building,  but  wrongly  situated  to  be  seen  any  distance. 
There  is  a  good  library  and  reading  room  connected  with  it, 
with  ample  accommodation  for  young  men  of  the  city  or 
for  strangers.  It  has  also  a  restaurant  on  iem])erance 
principles. 

Tliere  are  also  several  fine  buildings  such  as  tiie  Govern- 
ment Building — Halifax  being  the  seat  of  Government  for 
the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia — Government  House  (the 
residence  of  the  Governor  of  Xova  Scotia),  the  Custom 
House  and  Post  Office  combined,  the  new  City  Hall,  facing 
the  parade,  one  of  the  finest  public  buildings  in  the 
Dominion.  There  are  a  number  of  fine  chuiches,  banks 
and  private  residences  both  in  the  city  and  in  the  suburbs, 
where  also  there  is  a  large  cotton  factory  and  a  sugar  re- 
finery, both  in  good  working  order.  Her  Majesty's  Dock- 
yard comprises  a  large  area  and  has  all  modern  improve- 
ments, and  compares — if  not  exceeds — any  on  the  American 
continent.  The  Hallway  Passenger  Depot  on  North  street, 
is  also  a  fine  building  and  equals  any  in  America,  although 
it  may  not  be  as  large  as  some  in  the  United  States.  The 
freight  cars  proceed  past  the  l^assenger  Dejiot  to  what  was 
formerly  called  West's  wharves,  where  is  now  erected 
capacious  freight  houses,  both  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
railway  and  English  or  foreign  steamers  carrying  freight. 
At  this  locality  there  is  a  good  sized  grain  elevator.  Tliere 
are  also  a  number  of  manufactories  with  suitable  buihliugs. 
The  educational  affairs  of  the  city  are  in  good  condition, 
and  several  very  good  buildings. 

There  is  also  the  most  to  be  considered — a  large  mercan- 
tile trade  done  with  the  West  Indies,  United  States  anil 
Great  Britain,  both  in  exports  and  imports,  and  some  fine 
and  extensive  buildings  for  carrying  on  the  trade  of  the 
city.

Liverpool,  originally  Port  liosdignol,  a  post  and  money 
oilier  settlement,  the  county  town  of  Queens,  is  prettily 
situated  at  the  head  of  Liverpool  Bay,  on  the  River  Mersey.

The  incorporated  town  of  Truro  is  most  delightfully 
situated  on  a  gently  ri.siug  tableland  on  the  bank.s  of  a 
small  stream,  the  Salmon  Jiiver.  which,  after  couj'uuction 
with  a  sister  stream,  the  [North  Kiver,  al)0ut  a  mile  from  the 
town,  empties  into  tlie  Cobequid  I^ay.  The  Bay  is  here 
spanned  by  what  is  known  as  tlie  "  Boardlanding  Biridge," 
about  two  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  i.s  nearly 
the  head  cf  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Bay  oi'  Fundy.  From 
this  bridge  the  scenery,  both  down  the  bay  and  up  the 
rivers,  over  the  wide-extending  marshes,  is  really  beautiful. 

The  town  itself,  with  a  population  nearing  6,000  inhabit- 
ants, quietly  nestles  on  the  edge  of  the  broad,  fertile  inter- 
vales, Avith  a  span  of  quite  elevated  land  in  the  rear,  or 
south,  while  away  to  the  north,  over  th«  low  land  in  front, 
rises  the  quite  lofty  range  of  the  di.stant  Cobequids.  From 
any  hill  top  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  the  view  on  every 
side  is  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  from  the  top  of  the  Fxhi- 
bition  Bui]dings,  provided  with  a  suitable  look-out,  the 
distant  bay,  with  its  surging,  murky  tide,  the  clear  silver 
streams  of  fresh  water  flowing  into  it,  the  wide  acres  of  the 
most  fertile  intervale  dotted  here  and  there  with  slirubs  and 
trees,  the  rounded  top  of  the  not  istant  Penny's  IMountain, 
and  tree-clad,  rugged  ridges  of  the  dark  looming  Cobequids 
present  a  panorama  that  can  hardly  be  excelled  in  any  part 
of  the  province. 

The  town  itself  is  laid  off  by  streets  almost  at  right  angles 
to  each  other,  and  these  are  beautifully  adorned  with  shade

trees  that  aro  tho  pride  of  the  place.  Although  the  streets 
are  wide  aud  roomy,  in  many  places  these  trees  almost  touch 
iit  tho  tojjs  and  thus  ])resent  the  appearance  of  long  avenues 
fringed  with  green.  The  liouses  arc  invariably  neat,  some 
are  palatial  in  style  of  architecture  and  appearance,  and 
almost  invariably  have  attached  green  lawns  or  tlower 
'mrdeus  artistically  and  beautifully  arranged.  The  town 
has  long  been  celebrated  in  this  respect  as  one  of  the  pret- 
tiest spots  in  tho  province. 

l)Ut  Truro  is  not  noted  alone  for  the  beautiful  and  the 
decorative.  It  is  one  of  the  most  substanti^il  towns  in  the 
^laritime  I'rovinces.  It  is  the  railway  centre  of  IS^ova 
Scotia — trains  almost  innumerable  going  north,  east  and 
south  daily.  In  Truro  there  is  no  excessive  wealth  aud  ex- 
treme poverty  is  unknown.  Its  inhabitants  are  well-to-do, 
industrious,  contented  and  happy.  When  the  town  was 
neorporated  the  as.<essable  property  amounted  to  $885,000 
— twelve  years  afterwards  this  had  increased  to  $1,250,000 
— an  increase  of  fully  $30,000  every  year.  The  amount  of 
duty  on  importations  collected  at  the  Customs  Office  in 
Truro  was  $70,188.75  for  1887  and  $7G,500  for  the  year 
ending  the  30th  June,  1888.  The  value  of  goods  imported, 
both  dutiable  and  free,  amonnted  to  $252,807.01  for  1887. 
This  includes  Dry  Goods,  Hardware,  Stationery,  Saddlery, 
etc.,  but  does  not  cover  the  extensive  business  done  by 
grocers  and  others  who  buy  their  wares  duty  paid. 

Truro  is  connected  by  telegraph  with  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  by  telephone  wdth  nearly  all  points  in  Nova 
Scotia. 

The  Provincial  Xorraal  School  is  situated  in  Truro,  and 
the  building  is  one  of  the  town's  most  handsome  structures  ; 
connected  with  this  is  the  Provincial  .Model  School.  Tho 
Truro  Academy  adjoins  and  is  also  a  substantial  and 
commanding  building.  The  Post  Office  is  a  fine  brick 
building  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Truro  has 
been  called  the  town  of  churches,  and  any  Sabbath  some 
eight  or  more  throw  their  doors  open  to  the  worshipping 
public.

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Tho  civic  goveiununit  of  the  town  rests  with  a  ^[ayor 
;incl  six  (Councillors.  'J'ho  Recorder  and  Stii)endiary  Magis- 
tratt!  is  the  town'.s  h'gal  adviser  and  presides  at  tho  police 
courts.  Water  lor  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  from  a 
reservoir  about  a  mile  away,  while  for  lire  ])urposes  tho 
WateroMs  system  is  used  and  the  necessary  force  of  water 
is  supplied  by  pumping  from  the  neighboring  river.  Tlio 
streets  and  squares  are  lighted  by  electricity,  with  arcs  of 
some  1200  candle  power,  and  the  business  houses,  many 
offices  and  some  of  the  churches  present  a  brilliant  appear- 
ance under  artistically  arranged  incandescent  lights. 

Due  of  tho  finest  views  of  the  bay,  extensive  marshes  and 
even  tho  outlines  of  neighboring  counties  can  be  obtained 
from  the  top  of  Penny's  Mountain,  tho  drive  to  which  is  up 
11  lovely  shaded  mountain  road  about  four  miles  from 
Truro.  A  two  hours'  drive  "down  the  bay  "  will  take  in  a 
visit  to  tho  well-known  Savage's  Island,  where  the  graves 
of  ^licmac  Indians  of  tho  last  century  may  be  seen,  it  v/ill 
give  a  beautiful  view  of  the  historic  -'Old  Darns,"  and  on 
the  homeward  trip  a  run  "  around  (.)nslow  "  will  show  some 
of  the  iino  farms  and  farm-houses  witli  "Truro  in  tho 
distanee"  from  this  suburban  retreat.  In  most  any  direc- 
tion I   "-  stranger  can  find  interesting  and  pretty  drives. 

A  fe,  8i)are  hours  can  bo  most  profitably  spent  in  board- 
ing a  train  and  taking  a  look  at  tho  great  iron  mines  in  full 
operation  at  Londonderry,  Here  Avill  bo  seen  a  rising 
village  some  fifteen  miles  distant  from  Truro,  right  in  tlio 
lieart  of  tho  forest,  surrounded  with  high  mountains  and 
hills,  but  which  is  a  busy  lino  of  active  industry  both  day 
and  night.  The  interesting  process  of  manufacture  in  its 
dilferent  stages  can  bo  seen  and  will  repay  tho  i"\v  hours 
that  may  be  spent  there. 

In  our  own  town  is  the  beautiful  picturesque  scenery  of 
the  rugged  gorge  and  waterfalls  of  Victoria  I'ark.  Tho 
park  is  reached  by  a  series  of  rustic  staircases,  into  a  beauti- 
ful valley.  This  valley  narrows  to  a  rocky  gorge,  exposing 
the  strata  of  the  earth  to  tho  height  of  over  a  hundred  feet, 
with  an  entirely  different  formation  on  either  side.     Every

turn  reveals  new  beauties,  a  picnic  dell,  beautiful  pools  and 
rapids,  and  the  historic  waterfalls  so  beajtit'ully  aud  poetic- 
ally described  by  Joseph  Howe  some  GO  years  ago,  other 
falls  and  rapids,  the  ruins  of  an  old  mill,  and  then  the 
reservoir  210  feet  above  the  level  of  the  town,  from  whence 
the  domestic  water  supply  is  obtained,  precipices,  promon- 
tories and  steep  hillsides,  making  a  wonderful  picture  of 
nature's  beauty  all  within  a  quarter  a  mile  of  the  town. 
Among  the  wonders  of  the  park  is  a  mossy  cave  and  a 
spring,  the  dropping  water  from  which  in  winter  congeals 
and  forms  a  veritable  glacier  of  immense  proportions,  fully 
a  hnndred  feet  in  height,  which  continues  in  existence  well 
along  into  the  summer.  This  cave  is  at  present  iuaccessable 
except  to  an  Alpine  climber.  Truro's  citizens  are  rapidly 
improving  the  approaches,  erecting  rustic  bridges,  booths 
and  seats,  creating  paths  and  otherwise  adorning  the  park. 

Victoria  Square,  at  the  west  end,  is  another  beautiful 
breathing  spot,  a  gem  in  itself.  A  handsome  band  stand 
lighted  with  electricity,  shady  walks,  cosy  seats  and  a 
daz/ling  fountain  are  the  pribcipal  features.

Centre,  where  roads  from  Halifax  Western  Counties,  St. 
John,  United  States,  Upper  P^aVinccs,  Cape  Breton  and 
Pictou  meet.

Hereabout 
nature  in  the  early  geolo;^ic  day  did  some  of  her  grandest 
work  by  means  of  her  igneous  and  aqueous  agencies.  The 
northern  hills  were  sundered  at  Blomiden  and  the  Bay  of 
Fundy,  through  the  Minas  Basin,  plowed  its  way  south  till 
checked  by  the  more  substantial  uplift  that  flanks  the 
southern  side  of  the  far-famed  valley  of  Annapolis  and 
Kings  Counties.  Eastward  and  westward,  unchecked  the 
diurnal  tide  poured  its  restless  waters  with  ceaseless  ebb  and 
flow  over  vast  estuaries,  depositing  in  them  a  rich  freight  of 
earthy  material,  fitting  them  in  the  fullness  of  time  to  sub- 
serve the  purpose  of  man.  At  the  angle  where,  on  these 
southern  hills,  the  Minas  Basin  and  these  broad  sea-built 
meadows  meet,  stands  the  village  of  Wolfville.  On  the 
hill  just  south  of  the  town  stands  Acadia  College  and  its 
afiiliated  institutions,  Horton  Collegiate  Academy  and 
Acadia  Seminary.  These  schools  were  established  and  are 
supported  by  the  Baptists  of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  It 
contains  sixteen  stores,  three  hotels,  one  of  them  is  the 
Royal,  kept  by  Mr.  John  Jenkins,  one  printing  office,  a 
weekly  newspaper,  one  sash  and  door  factory,  People's 
Bank  of  Halifax,  W.  U.  tel.,  Unique  telephone,  ship- 
building is  carried  on  here,  pop.  about  1,500.

NEW  BRUNSWICK. 


COUNTIES, 


New  Brunswick,  a  province  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
bounded  en  the  northwest  by  the  Province  of  Quebec,  from 
which  it  is  separated  by  the  River  llestigouche  ;  north  by 
Baie  Chaleurs ;  east  by  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  and 
Northumberland  Strait,  the  latter  separating  it  from  Prince 
Edward  Island ;  south  by  the  Bay  of  Fundy  and  part  of 
Nova  Scotia,  and  on  the  west  the  State  of  Maine,  from 
which  it  is  separated  by  the  St.  Croix  and  St.  John  Rivers; 
extending  from  lat.  45°  5  to  48°  45  N.,  Ion.  63°  50°  to  68 
W. ;  greatest  length  from  north  to  south  230  miles,  breaath 
190  miles,  area  27,322  square  miles,  equal  to  17,393,410 
acres.  There  are  sixteen  representatives  to  the  Dominion 
Parliament,  and  its  present  Governor  is  His  Honor  the 
Hon.  Sir  S.  L.  Tilley  ;  nine  representatives  in  the  Executive 
Council,  eighteen  in  the  Legislative  Council  and  forty-one 
in  the  House  of  Assembly  :  six  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  six  Judges  of  the  County  Courts  ;  one  Judge  of 
Probate  to  each  county.  Its  coast  line  is  about  500  miles 
in  length,  interrupted  only  at  the  point  of  junction  with 
Nova  Scotia,  where  an  isthmus  of  not  more  than  eleven 
miles  in  breadth  connects  the  two  territories  and  separates 
the  waters  of  Northumberland  Strait  from  those  of  the  Bay 
of  Fundy,  and  which  is  united  by  means  of  a  canal  called 
the  Baie  Verte  Canal. 

Shipbuilding  is  extensively  prosecuted  in  the  province, 
more  especially  at  St.  John  and  on  the  Miramichi.     Vessels

on  tlio  Bay  of  Fundy,  along  the  banks  of  the  St.  John 
River  and  Petitcodiac,  and  at  Cocngnc,  IJichibucto,  Bathurst, 
Dalhousio,  Campbellton  and  other  ports  on  the  North 
Shore. 

New  Brunswick  was  first  settled  by  the  French  in  1639. 
It  continued  to  iorni  part,  with  Nova  Scotia,  of  Acadia,  or 
New  France,  till  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  British,  after 
the  conquest  of  (^)uebec.  The  first  British  settlers  in  the 
province  emigrated  from  Scotland  to  ]\Iiramichi  in  1704, 
find  in  1784  New  Brunswick  was  separated  from  Nova 
Scotia  and  erected  into  a  seperate  province.  In  182.'5  the 
standing  timber  in  the  district  around  ^liramichi  P>ay  took 
tire  and  (mveloped  an  area  of  6,000  square  miles  in  flames, 
consuming  two  thriving  towns,  many  large  vessels  lying  in 
Miramichi  Biver,  and  destroying  500  human  lives. 

In  1807  this  province  united  with  Ontario,  Quebec  and 
Nova  Scotia  in  forming  the  Canadian  (Confederation,  and  is 
the  fourth  largest  province,  as  regards  population,  in  the 
Dominion.  Population  in  1871,  285,594;  population  in 
1891,321,294. 

In  preparing  an  historical  sketch  of  New  Brunswick  the 
publishers  of  the  Gazetteer  could  hardly  tell  how  to  place 
it  before  the  public,  there  being  so  many  histories  now  in 
circulation.  They,  therefore,  considered  it  best  to  describe 
each  county  separately  in  a  condensed  form,  commencing  in 
alphabetical  order. 

Albert  County  is  bounded  westerly  by  Kings  and  St. 
John  counties,  northerly  and  easterly  by  Westmorland 
County  and  the  Petitcodiac  River,  and  southerly  by  the 
Bay  of  Fundy,  Hopewell  Cape  being  the  shire  town.  It  is 
divided  into  six  parishes — Hopewell  ('ape,  Hillsboro,  Elgin, 
Coverdale,  Harvey  and  Alma.  The  county  is  well  watered, 
having  about  eighty  miles  of  ship  navigation.  The  soil  is 
generally  fertile,  having  large  quantities  of  alluvial  manures 
and  good  facilities  for  bringing  them  in  use.  There  are 
about  5,000  acres  of  marsh  land,  the  minerals  are  coal, 
gypsum,  limestone,  grindstone,  copper  ore  and  manganese.

Ciirlt'ton  County  is  bounded  southerly  by  York  County, 
northerly  by  Victoria  County  and  westerly  by  the  State  of 
.Maine.  It  lies  on  the  Kiver  St.  dohn,  Woodstock  being  the 
shire  town,  and  is  well  watered  by  numerous  streams  run- 
ning into  the  St.  John,  where  several  mills  and  factories 
iiic  at  work.  This  county  is  intersected  for  its  entire  length 
l)y  the  C.  V.  Railway  and  its  branches  to  St.  Stephen,  St. 
Andrews,  St.  John  and  Fredericton.  Large  deposits  of 
iron  ore  abound,  several  railroads  traverse  dilforent  jiarts  of 
the  county.  It  is  divided  into  eleven  parishes,  six  on  tho 
western  and  five  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  St.  John.  The 
roads  are  very  good  lor  travelling.  It  is  an  agricultural 
county,  the  soil  being  very  fertile.  Large  quantities  of 
lumber  are  annually  shipped,  several  mines  of  minerals  are 
being  worked  successfullv.  It  contains  788,200  acres,  pop. 
in  181)1,  22,523. 

Charlotte  County,  on  the  southwesterly  part  of  the 
province,  is  bounded  southerly  by  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  west- 
erly by  the  State  of  Maine,  northerly  by  York  and  Sunbury 
counties,  and  easterly  by  (^^ueens,  Kings  and  St.  John 
counties,  St.  Andrews  being  the  shire  town.  This  county 
was  among  the  first  inhabited  after  the  discovery  of  tho 
province.  The  parishes  are  St.  Andrews,  St.  Patrick,  St. 
(ieorge  and  St.  David.  It  is  not  very  fertile  as  an  agricul- 
tural district,  but  its  waters  abound  in  fish,  and  large 
([uantities  are  shipped  annually.  The  principal  fishing 
stations  are  the  Islands  of  Grand  Manan,  Deer  and  Campo- 
bello  and  parts  of  St.  George  and  Penntiold.  The  red 
granite  (juarries  at  St.  George  give  employment  to  a  large 
number  of  men.  Lumber  is  also  shipped  in  large  quantities. 
It  lies  on  the  borders  of  the  United  States,  but  the  inhabit- 
ants of  each  country  agree  together  very  peacefully.     There

It  contains  1,323 
square  miles,  822,500  acres,  pop.  in  1891,  23,751. 

Gloucester  County,  is  bounded  easterly  and  southerly  by 
Northumberland  County,  westerly  by  liestigouche  County 
and  northerly  by  the  Bay  of  Chaleurs,  Bathurst  being  the 
shire  town.  The  parishes  are  Bathurst,  Beresford,  Xew 
Bandon,  Caraquet  and  Saumare/.  It  is  largely  inhabited  by 
French.  There  are  extensive  mills,  which  produce  large 
quantities  of  lumber.  Several  rivers  run  through  this 
county,  and  it  is  well  watered.  There  are  large  quantities 
of  fish  shipped  and  it  is  noted  for  its  salmon  fisheries.  The 
minerals  are  copper  ore,  manganese.  Parts  of  the  county 
are  well  adapted  for  agriculture,  but  the  county  principally 
lies  on  a  bed  of  sandstone.

Kent  County  is  bounded  by  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence, 
the  Uay  Chaleurs  and  Northumberland  County,  Ilichibucto 
being  the  shire  town.  The  parishes  are  Richibucto,  Carle- 
ton,  Dundas,  Wellington,  AVeldford,  Huskinson  and  Har- 
court.  The  soil  is  generally  light,  but  suits  very  well  for 
agriculture.  It  is  well  watered  by  several  fine  streams.

Kings  County  is  bounded  northeasterly  by  Westmorland 
Co.,  southwesterly  by  Charlotte  County,  Hampton  being  its 
shire  town.  The  parishes  are  Kingston,  Sussex,  Hampton, 
Norton,  Westfield,  Springfield,  Greenwich,  Studholm  and 
Upham.  The  Kennebeccasis  and  St.  John  rivers  run 
through  the  western  portion  of  it.  Geographically,  it  is

for  agricultural  purposes  in  the  province.  The  niinera]  re- 
sources are  iron,  lead,  gypsum,  limestone  and  manganese, 
the  latter  being  found  in  Sussex.  There  are  several  fac- 
tories at  dift'erent  localities,  also  several  mills,  and  large 
quantities  of  lumber  are  shipped.  The  salt  springs  in 
Sussex  produce  a  fine  quantity  of  salt.  The  I.  C.  Railway 
runs  through  this  countv.  It  contains  877,200  acres,  pop. 
in  1891,  23,094. 

Madawaska  County  contains  810,500  acres,  of  which 
about  750,000  acres  are  granted.  The  acreage  returned  as 
under  crop  in  1881  was  33,010  acres.  This  has  been  largely 
increased  since,  but  the  proportion  of  the  cultivated  to  the  ^ 
granted  land  is  small,  for  the  reason  that  the  C.  P.  ^ 
Eailway  Company  holds  a  large  portion  of  t\\>-  area  of  § 
the  county.

miles.  This  is  settled  continuously  and  very  thickly,  the 
settlements  extending  back  from  the  river  in  some  places 
for  a  distance  of  twelve  miles.  The  opposite  shore  of  the 
St.  John  is  in  the  State  of  Maine  and  it  is  also  thickly 
settled.  The  great  majority  of  the  people  are  descendants 
either  of  the  Acadian  French,  who  found  their  way  here 
after  the  "  expulsion  of  the  Canadians "  from  the  region 
around  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  or  of  settlers  from  the  Province 
of  Quebec.  French  is  the  language  in  universal  use,  but 
very  many  of  the  people  speak  English  fluently  and  most 
of  them  sufficiently  well  to  enable  them  to  understand 
strangers  and  to  make  themselves  understood.  They  devote 
their  attention  almost  exclusively  to  agriculture,  but  lumber- 
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ing  is  extensively  prosecuted  in  the  county  and  many  of  g 
the  French  people  find  employment  in  the  lumber  woods,   ftl 

Edmundston  is  the  shire  town  of  the  county.     The  C.  P.   jS 
Railway  runs  through  thig  county. 

Northumberland  County  is  bounded  northerly  by  Resti- 
gouche  and  Gloucester  Counties,  easterly  by  the  Gulf  of  St.

Lawrence,  southerly  by  Kent,  V'^i^ens  and  Sunbury  Coun 
tics,  westerly  by  Carleton  County,  Newcastle  being  its  shiic 
town.  The  Miramichi  Kivor,  only  second  in  importance  in 
the  province,  runs  througli  it  and  empties  in  the  Miraraichi 
Harbor.

Froflericton,  the  shire  town  of  York  Co.,  !i  port  ol  cuti} , 
post  and  money  order  office,  is  also  the  capital  uf  the 
I'rovince.  This  pretty  little  city,  population  census  ol' 
1891,  6,502,18  situated  upon  a  largo  interval  on  the  western 
hank  of  the  St.  John  liivor,  85  miles  from  St.  .lohn  hy 
water,  fare  $1,  and  66  by  rail,  fare  !'?2,  117  miles  to  ( "hathani, 
fare  !?3.6(),  and  05  miles  from  Woodstock,  fare  *1.!>5.  The 
Parliament  Building  is  a  large  freestone  structure  of  hand- 
some design,  recently  huilt  to  supply  the  place  of  one  de- 
stroyed by  lire,  and  departmental  building,  built  of  native 
freestone.  The  other  chief  jiublic  buildings  are  the  Mornial 
School,  a  largo  brick  public  school  on  York  street,  the 
University  Building,  the  Government  House,  the  Post 
Office  and  Custom  House,  the  City  Hall,  the  Anglican 
Cathedral,  the  Presbyterian,  P»aptist,  Methodist  and  other 
churches.  !Many  of  the  business  blocks  are  very  tine 
structures  and  so  are  some  of  the  private  residences.  Kred- 
oricton  is  a  trade  and  manufacturing  centre  of  some  import- 
ance, being  a  port  whence  a  considerable  quantity  of  bark, 
lumber  and  agricultural  produce  is  shipped  to  the  Uniied 
States,  and  having  factories  of  various  kinds  in  full  and 
probable  operation. 

The  city  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  St.  John  liiver 
l)y  what  is  known  as  the  Holly  system,  the  water  being 
pumped  into  mains,  thereby  rendering  a  reservoir  or  eleva- 
tion unnecessary.  A  very  excellent  lire  protection  is 
afforded  by  this  system.  Tlie  streets  are  lighted  with  gas 
and  the  stores  with  electricity. 

A  military  school,  with  a  garrison  of  10(»  men.  is  main- 
tained at  Fredericton  by  the  Government  of  Canada. 

On  the  shore  of  the  St.  John  River,  opposite  Frederictou, 
are  the  villages  of  Douglas,  St.  Marys  and  Gibson,  at  each 
of  which  are  flourishing  industrial  establishments,  the  latter 
also  being  the  terminus  of  the  Northern  <\:  AYestern  Kail- 
way,  the  projected  Central  Paihvay  and  a  branch  of  the  C. 
P.  R.  The  St.  John  River  is  here  over  half  a  mile  in  width, 
and  a  highway  bridge  has  been  constructed  across  it,  also  a 
fine  iron  railway  bridge.

St.  .lohn  City  was  niuned  l)y  the  jtiuiK'ers  of  Kivncii 
colonization,  in  l<)04,  in  honor  of  their  Tatron  Saint,  on 
account  of  their  landin;^'  on  that  ])aiticiilar  saint's  day.  The 
Urst  choice  must  have  appeared  as  an  unseendy  location  to 
huild  a  city,  as  it  was  a  rocky  peninsula  of  very  uneven 
ground  that  sloped  in  opposite  directions,  which  has  caused 
a  largo  amount  of  labor  and  expense  to  hring  it  to  tiie  state 
in  which  it  now  stands  ;  Ijut  its  foundation  is  Mire  and  safe, 
as  it  is  founded  on  a  rock.  It  has  grown  so  tint  the  whoh^ 
peninsula  is  hiid  out  into  streets  and  built  up-  n,  with  the 
(ixception  of  liere  and  there  a  vacant  lot,  niadt-  vacant  by 
numerous  lires — more  especially  ])y  the  great  fir*;  of  .June 
iM),  1877,  which  destroyed  over  one-half  of  the  entire  city, 
but  it  has  been  rapidly  rebuilt,  and  there  is  hardly  an  indi- 
datiou  left  to  show  that  a  lin;  did  originate.  On  the  isth  of 
.May,  1783,  the  Loyalists  landed  at  Saint  John,  and  in  the 
following  year  the  J^-ovince,  under  its  present  name,  was 
separated  from  Nova  Scotia,  In  1785  the  city  was  incor 
porated  and  Gabriel  (J.  Ludlow  was  appointed  the  lirst 
Mayor.  There  was  little  or  no  progress  made  until  after 
the  landing  of  the  Loyalists,  but  since  that  time  the  city 
has  been  constantly  progressing.  There  are  a  number  of 
ver;y  fine  public  l)uildings  and  private  residences.  The 
principal  business  formerly  was  shipl)uilding  and  the  ship- 
ping of  lumber ;  but  the  former  has  not  been  carried  on  as 
extensively  these  few  years  on  account  of  the  demand  for 
iron  vessels,  especially  steamers.  The  lumber  business  is 
still  prosecutf-d  vigorously. 

The  city  is  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  -John  Liver. 
The  excellent  character  of  the  St.  -lohn  Harbor  is  well 
known  and  only  wants  a  little  push  to  induce  large  steam- 
«'rs,  etc.,  to  make  it  a  port  of  Cidl.  Without  taking  into

fifty  or  sixty  steamers  of  the  largest  class,  and  nowhere 
could  dry  docks  and  basins  and  wet  docks  be  erected  at  less 
cost  than  here.  The  security  of  the  harbor  is  a  considera- 
tion of  the  utmost  importance.  At  none  of  the  points 
where  wharves  have  been  built  or  there  erection  has  been 
proposed  would  vessels  be  in  an  exposed  position  ;  in  fact, 
no  part  of  the  harbor  is  dangerous  during  a  storm,  as  is 
jiroved  by  the  fact  that  it  is  regularly  crossed  by  a  ferry  at 
all  times  of  the  year,  the  trips  being  suspended  only  on 
such  rare  occasions  as  the  violence  of  the  stoini  renders  it 
impossible  to  see  lights  or  hear  signals.

The  port  is  visited  during  the  year  by  very  many 
freight  steamers  from  Europe,  ^o  vessel  ever  need  leave 
St.  John  iu  ballast,  as  there  are  lumber  cargoes  always 
ollering. 

The  city  is  well  built— many  of  the  business  streets  would 
be  not  out  of  place  in  more  pretentious  cities :  the  churches 
are  nearly  all  very  fine  structures. 

St.  John  offers  many  facilities  lor  manufacturing.  Fuel 
is  cheap.  Wood  is  largely  used  by  the  mills  and  factories, 
which  employ  their  refuse  material  in  this  way.  Coal  is 
abundant  and  cheap;  the  Grand  Lake  mines  up  the  St. 
-lohn  River,  the  Joggins  mines  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  of 
Fundy,  and  the  Springhill  mine  iu  Cumberland,  Nova 
Scotia,  are  all  within  easy  reach,  and  fuel  for  all  purposes 
can  be  obtained  at  very  low  prices. 

Among  the  most  noticeable  public  buildings  in  and  about 
St,  John,  are  the  Custom  House,  said  to  be  equal  to  any 
other  structure  of  the  kind  in  America,  the  Post  Office,  the 
VAty  J)iiilding,  the  Country  Market,  the  Provincial  Lunatic

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In  furnishing  a  brief  sketch  of  Prince  Edward  Ishand,  we 
shall  not  undertake  to  go  far  into  details.  In  one  resj)ect 
this  seems  to  be  less  requisite  than  in  the  case  of  the  other 
Maritime  Provinces  ;  for,  in  the  Island,  the  face  of  the 
country  shows  much  less  diversity  in  its  natural  features 
than  that  of  the  other  Provinces. 

Prince  Edward  Island  is  a  beautiful  country  throughout 
its  whole  extent.  The  scenery  is  magnificent,  and  it  is  one 
of  the  best  places  in  the  jNIaritime  Provinces  as  a  summer 
resort  for  pleasure  seekers.  It  is  an  everywhere  undulat- 
ing country,  its  eminence  very  seldom  breaking  into  clilfs, 
and  never  rising  to  the  elevation  of  mountains  ;  its  lower 
lands  never  spreading  out  into  broad  expanses  of  interval, 
marsh  or  plain,  such  as  are  seeu  in  the  mainland  Provinces  ; 
its  shores  are  deeply  indented  upon  every  side  with  almost 
countless  inlets  from  the  Gulf  of  St,  Lawrence,  which  ramify 
often  in  a  bewildering  manner  among  the  hills.  At  ouh 
time  the  Island,  in  places,  was  clothed  with  a  dense  growth 
of  timber,  and  there  was  a  large  lumber  trade  done  :   but

('ompauy's  (Ltd.)  steamers  run  daily  to  Pictou,  vice  versa. 
They  also  ply  daily  regularly  between  Charlottetown,  Sum- 
merside  and  Shediac  ;  a  weekly  steamer  to  Halifax,  by  way 
of  Canso,  taking  in  intermediate  ports.  l>y  another  line  of 
steamers,  locally  known  as  the  Phaleu  Line,  there  is  regular 
communication  with  lioston.  The  (Quebec  and  Gulf  Ports 
steamers,  plying  between  Piciou,  Quebec  and  intermediate 
ports,  also  touch,  at  Charlottetown.  These  arrangements,  it 
must  be  remembered,  are  in  operation  only  during  the  sea- 
son of  open  navigation  in  the  Gulf— that  means  for  seven  or 
eight  months  of  the  year.  Dunng  the  remainder  of  the 
year  communication  can  be  effected  by  means  of  the  govern- 
ment steamer  Stanley,  which  is  a  strongly-built  screw  steamer 
of  steel,  and  got  up  expressly  for  forcing  its  way  through 
the  ice.  Tn  the  Avinter  of  1890  it  made  daily  trips  with 
little  interruption,  except  once,  for  about  a  week,  to  clean 
the  boilers.  In  1801  they  ran  all  the  season,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  three  weeks,  for  the  same  reason  as  mentioned  above. 
There  is  also  a  system  of  ice  boats,  which  ply  between  Cape 
Tormentine  and  Cape  Traverse,  the  narrowest  part  of  the 
Strait  of  Xorthumberland. 

As  a  field  for  sportsmen.  Prince  Edward  Island  cannot  in 
every  way  hr  recommended.  Small  game,  that  is  woodland 
game,  is  still  to  be  had ;  waterfowl  are  very  abundant.  The 
patient  stalker  of  the  web-footed  families  will  find  almost 
any  one  of  the  more  secluded  salt-water  inlets  of  this  island 
a  paradise  after  its  kind.  Owing  to  the  conformation  of 
Prince  Ehvard  Island,  most  of  its  streams  above  tide-water 
are  necessarily  very  short ;  consequently  there  is  not  much 
variety  of  fresh  water  fish  properly  so  called,  and  of  them 
trout  is  the  principal.  Further  inland,  in  the  streams  and 
inlets,  trout  is  (juite  plentiful,  and  are  caught  in  great 
quantities,  from  a  few  ounces  to  four  and  even  tive  pounds 
in  weight.  Sliould  the  tourist  have  a  fancy  to  fish  his  own 
oysters,  there  is  no  place  in  North  America  where  he  can  do 
so  more  successfully  than  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  The 
ocean  fishing  trade  is  immense,  and  tliere  are  numerous 
lobster  canning  factories,  and  it  is  noted  for  its  tine  oyster
